in the present price of wheat, cattle 
prices are up and the tourist business, 
which has developed into one of Can- 
ada’s greatest assets is as yet un- 
touched.

der way at the Tower of London. 

» These rehearsals involve the king's 
bodyguard and the yeoman aiden | 
Warders who will guard the crown 
jewels while they are on display in 
the Abbey, before and after the cor- 
onation, are receiving instruction in 
their duties. 

All Warders are being instructed in| 
the handling of the ancient weapons 
they will carry while forming the 
guard at the west entrance to the Ab. 
bey, by which the royal procession 
will enter. 

Artillerymen are preparing for no 
less than 248 salutes that will boom 
from the grey walls of the tower on 
coronation day. 

Coronation visitors to the tower 
will have opportunity to see, through 
excavations now under way, some of 
the old, outer defences of the tower; 
defences built during the reign of 
Henry III and demolished in 1853. 
What remains of the Lion Tower, 
Causeway, and old Drawbridge will 
be revealed and some of the old de- 
fences replaced. 

London subway trains will provide 
an all-night service—for the first 
time in history—as part of the trans- 
portation facilities to be provided for 
the coronation. 

This shattering of rules and pre- 
cedent will take place the night of 
May 11-12, when hundreds of thous- 
ands of Londoners will be piling into 
the coronation procession area to find 
vantage points as spectators. 

It will be the largest transportation 
problem London has had to deal with, 
with plans being made for more than 
12,000,000 “passenger journeys.” 

How London will look May 12, in a 
modern decorative tribute to the his- 
toric ceremony of ‘crowning a king, 
has been revealed by the Westminster 
City Council. 

Decoration schemes for nearly 4% 
miles of London streets, including 
most of the coronation § -procession 
route, have been approved by the 
council, to cost approximately $115,- 
000. 
Torches on pylons, flowers, bunt- 
ing, ensigns, flags and floodlighting 
are a part of the program. Private 
decorations, by office buildings and 
stores, will be in keeping with the 
general plan. 

The first contingents of overseas 
visitors to the coronation are now ar- 
riving. Before May 12th, it is expect- 
ed more than seventy liners, loaded 
to capacity, will reach Britain from 
the Dominions and India.

SAP’S RUNNING; SPRING IS

‘) Sap has started to run in the trees 
around Madoc district, and soon now 
the fapmers will be bringing sugar to 
town. . 

The sap is running in more than 
70,000 maple trees in Eastern Canada, 
and approximately 50,000 farmers in 
an area extending from Western On- 
tario down to the Atlantic seaboard 
in.Nova Scotia are engaged in harv- 
esting the sweet and succulent pro- 
duct. When the sap is in the maple 
tree spring is around the corner. 

Though there are over 70,000,000 
producing trees on Eastern Canadian 
Farms, only about*24,000,000»will be 
tapped, but these will return to the 
farmers a fairly substantial revenue. 
The revenue from the sale of maple 
sugar and maple syrup for 1936 was 
$3,713,781, an increase of $191,361. 

There appears to be no sound rea- 
son why far more than one-third of 
the trees in Canada should not be 
brought into production.

of naval and diplomatic experts have, 
possessed the details of this gigantic 
union of forces between these Anglo-| 
Saxon people, yet it has been possible| 
to infer from certain proven facts, 
that just such a scheme was Dene 
conceived by the various Govern- 
ments. 


It is no exaggeration to state that 
Canada is playing one of the main 
roles in this international drama, and 
it is not a case of sentiment only 
in so far as the Dominion Govern- 
ment is concerned, because it may 


‘mean that the country may save 


many millions as a direct result of 
these vital negotiations between these 
two great nations. 


When the coronation cermonies are 
completed in May, an important and 
history-making Imperial Conference 
will take place in London, and one of 
the momentous subjects that will be 
discussed by the representatives of 
the various Dominions will be that of 
defence in the event of any future 
war, and it is certain that the Gov- 
ernment of the United Kingdom -will 
ask the Dominions to contribute to 
the upkeep of certain armed forces of 
the Empire. 


According to reliable reports, there 
is a movement on foot to revive a plan 
for the defence of the Empire as out- 
lined by the late Lord Jellicoe in 1919, 
who recommended that each Domin- 
ion should contribute a share of th 
costs and expenses of the upkeep of 
the forces for the defence of the Em- 
pire proportionate as to population 
and to value of its foreign trade. 
Thus, the rate of contributions would 
be: United Kingdom, 74.12 per cent; 
Australia, 7.74 per cent; New Zea- 
land, 2.02 per cent; South Africa, 3.82 
per cent, and the Dominion of Canada 
12.30 per cent. 


Defence experts have asserted that 
the Dominions must realize that the 
seaborne trade and commerce of all 
sections of the British Empire has in- 
creased to a considerable extent, and 
consequently this has increased the 
demands on the navy and other forces 
which guard the safe transport of the 
vessels which carry the wares of the 
Dominions to the numerous world 
markets. 


But how does Canada enter the 
scene? Canada has sought to take full 
advantage of her geographical posi- 
tion as an argument to lower her 
share of contribution to any defence 
plan of the British Empire, and that 
really explains the momentous nego- 
tiations between United States, Great 
Britain and the Dominion of Canada, | 
which incidentally may lead to a union 


of all defence forces of the British 


‘Empire and the United States of Am-! 


erica. 


Since our country lies under the 
very shadow of the American navy 
an@ our neighboring country will al- 
ways uphold the famous Monroe Doc- 
trine, it is the intention of the Do-: 
minion Government to present these 
arguments at the Imperial Conference 
as good reasons for a smaller propor- 
tionate share by the Dominion for the 
upkeep of the Imperial fleet or other 
forces of defence. | 

When the reader realizes that the 
new defence estimates of-the Empire 
will require a definite contribution 
from each Dominion according to the 
famous Jellicoe plan, and that the out- 
lay will reach the sum of $350,000,000 
as a minimum estimate, with an an- 
nual upkeep cost of $60,000,000, and 
that the Dominion Government will 
be asked to pay at least 12 per cent 
of this amount, then it is not difficult 
to understand why Premier King and 
other members of the Federal Govern- 
ment have occupied themselves with 
this serious problem. 

That is the real story behind the 
busy days of certain Governmental of- 
ficials in Ottawa, Washington, and 
London, during the past couple of 
months, and when the representatives 
of the various Dominions gather in 
London for the Imperial Conference 
after the Coronation ceremonies, it 
is likely to be disclosed in fullest de- 
tail.

Joe St. Amour, Hull, is the asserted 
driver of the truck. He is said to have 
suffered a broken wrist and a cut 
face. With him is said to have been 
Bernard Shaver. 

Deeks, aged 17, whom the proces- 
sion was accompanying to his grave, 
was learning to ride a bicycle on 
Monday when he collided with a motor 
car driven by James Crawford, of 
Chesterville, a nearby tdéwn. 

The gasoline truck and the funeral 
procession met near a culvert.

Planting” will be successful in an 
open pastured woodlot. The planting 
will speed up the restocking and gives 
the owner an opportunity to introduce 
valuable species such as pine, spruce, 
walnut, oak and white ash. White 
spruce, white pine and sugar maple 
will grow under the shade of light fol- 
jaged trees such as poplar and paper 
birch. The trees in the pasture woods 
and underplanting under poplar do 
not require the six foot spacing that is 
recommended for open land planting 
as there will be natural reproduction 
if the stock are kept out. 

There are areas on many farms 
that would be better growing trees. 
It may be a steep hillside that is dif- 
ficult to work, or that is eroding. 
Sandy and gravelly soils are often a 
liability if they are not growing trees. 
There are small irregular fields that 
are cut off by a creek, road or rajil- 
road. 

Every farm should have a wind- 
break to protect the farm buildings. 
Tt improves living conditions by 
breaking the force of the winds, re- 
duces snow-drifting on roads and a- 
‘round buildings if properly located 
and ‘gives a beautiful setting for the 
buildings. 

There afi} -odd corners around the 
farm buildings that are not and never 
will be utilized. These corners if plant- 
‘ed would improve the appearance of 
the farm, keep down weeds and be 
growing something of value. 

Landowners in Ontario may secure 
free small trees for planting wind- 
breaks, plantations and restocking 
woodlots.

SCHOOL AUTHORITIES 
ARE URGED TO MAKE 
“EXAMS THINKING TEST 


De R. C, Wallace. principal of 
Queen's University, Kingston, recent- 
ly urged school authorities to make 
examinations a test of thinking abil- 
ity. He addressed the college and se- 
condary department of the Ontario 
Education Association annual con- 
vention at Toronto. : 

He said he did not object to the use 
of examinations but to the quality of 
them. : 

“What examinations should test is 
knowledge used for judgment,  ap- 
preciation, thinking,” he continued. 
“The nature of examinations will set 
the quality of the teach in the 
classroom, If the examinations are 
factual, the teaching will be factual, 
if. the examinations are proyore dye: 
the teaching will be.” 

An absolutely free point of view 
should be maintained in the classroom 
according to Mr. Wallace. He said 
that he could see no means of meeting 
social systems like Capitalism, Com- 
munism and Fascism, except by free 
discussion among pupils in the aN 
classes of the schools. 

He said the activity program ae 
thod in education could not take the 
place of direct teaching. “Activity 
methods make clear and vivid parts 
of knowledge. Neither the activity nor 
the direct method were soundest but 
there should be a compromise between 
the two.” 

Teachers must be willing to find the 
boy or girl differing from their in- 
structor in thinking. A higher emo- 
tional level was necessary on the 
teachers part. 

“There is only one reason that we 
can't have peace in the world and 
that is because we cannot put our- 
-| gelves in the place of others,’ he said.

In view of the fact that there were 
no amendments to the Liquor Control 
Act itself at the recent , Legislature 
session, Mr. Odette is taking regula- 
tory action to tighten up on inspec- 
tion and other angles of the board’s 
administration.

GEORGE V HAD 
BUILDING SCHEME 


The story of how the finance crisis) 
of 1931 forced King George V to| 
give up plans for launching a building 
society for the benefit of his servants 
has been told by Sir Ralph Harwood, 
the late Monarch’s *inancial secretary. 

Sir Ralph described the projected 
schioma, as “the building society of 
borrowefs’ dreams.” It was going to 
charge the borrowers only two per 
cent on their mortgages, and it would 
have been willing to advance the full 
100 per gpnt of the cost of mortgaged 
property. 

The plan had been lonkead by the 
King after a discussion on the civil 
list. The King had pointed out that 
the financial position was 30 satis- 
factory that he would like to do some. 
thing for the permanent benefit of 
the servants. 

“He did not want to give wage in- 
creases because the wages were good 
and increases might not always be 
put to useful purpd&es,” Sir Ralph 
said. “He wanted to do something 
which would help and encourage them 
to be thrifty, and be of permanent 
advantage to them-—-he warmly wel- 
comed the building society scheme.” 

However, the King asked for a 
$250,000 cut in the civil list when the 
financial crisis came and so the 


scheme had to be droppea.

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Every farm should have a woodlot 
large enough to supply the farmer 
with fuel and lumber for minor build- 
ing and repairs in order that these 
products may be secured without 
making a cagh outlay, Inferior soils 
such as sand. gravel, mps, shallow 
and steep hillsides, should be left in 
trees,.as they will give)very small 
financial returns if cultivated. These 
are the areas that should be planted 
as they will continue to be a liability 
rather than an asset as long as they 
are destitute of trees. 

Planting is not necessary on areas 
that have large trees as they will 
produce seed and it will be distributed 
by the wind, squirrels and other ag- 
encies. This natural reproduction can 
be secured by fencing out the stock 
and it will be composed of the more 
valuable species if they are left and 
the less valuable (weeds) are remov- 
ed in order that they will not pro- 
duce seeds. The planting of a few 
hundred trees of valuable species not 
growing now in the woodlot will give 
more variety and will make quite a 
difference fifty years hence. A few 
trees well planted in locations where 
they will be sure to grow well is far 
better than planting thousands poorly 
where the competition of the natural 
growth will choke them out. Event- 
ually there will be no wood land in a 
field if provision is not made to have 
seedlings, saplings and pole-wood 
coming along to take the place of 
trees that are cut. 

Every farm should have an ever- 
green windbreak to protect the build- 
ings from the cold winds of winter. 
A farmer can establish a windbreak 
by making a cash outlay of $1.00 for 
express ea, on the trees. In ten to 
fifteen ye e will have an effective 
windbreak that will increase the val- 
ue of his farm and reduce the amount 
of fuel necessary to heat the farm- 
house. A year’s delay in starting a 
windbreak means that the farm will 
be a year longer without an effect- 
ive windbreak.

Quantity of Feed for a Hen 


Phe question is frequently asked 
as to the amount of feed a hen will 
eat in a year. Those who are in @ 


‘and the whole grain combined a hen 
will eat from 80 to 90 pounds. On the 
basis of wheat at $1.20 per bushel 
| the cost would be $1.80; and at pre- 
gent prices of feed it will cost around 
‘that figure to feed a hen through the 
year. On this basis she would have to 
produce nine dozen twenty-cent eggs 
in order to pay for her feed alone. 
However, in many flocks average pro- 
duction is crowding twice this amount 
which allows for a margin of profit 
after raising the pullet and allowing 
for overhead and labour.

Dr. McCann, showing the death rate 
from tuberculosis among Indians in 
1935 was 704 in a population of about 
120,000 declared this high rate was 
due partly to lax methods in dealing 
with the problem. 

Inexperienced, part-time doctors at- 
tending Indians were too often ap- 
pointed because of their political af- 
filiations he said. 

Treatment of tuberculosis was a 
task that required the highgst 
and close application and Dr. McCann 
urged that it be not trifled with. 

Indians were wards of the Dominion 
and when their health interests were 
neglected their reservations and 
homes became cess-pools of infection 
threatening adjoining communities. 

Mr. Barber said that in British Col- 
umbia it was estimated 43 per cent 
of the tuberculosis cases among Ind- 
ians were never attended by a physic- 
ian. He also urged greater attention 
to dental care of Indians and an im- 
proved method of distribution of drugs 
and medicines. 

Unless something was done to re- 
medy the situation, Dr. McCann said, 
the good work done by the medical 
profession throughout the Dominion 
in stamping out tuberculosis would 
be nullified. 

He’ urged that permanent medical 
officers be appointed to care for In- 
dians, and that their appointments be 
based upon qualifications rather than 
political affiliations. He would have 
travelling clinics with X-ray equip- 
ment visit the Indian communities and 
pay particular attention to symptoms 
among children. 

Unless the Department of Mines 
and Resources was prepared to make 
some such reforms, Dr. McCann said, 
the Indian Branch should be transfer- 
red to the Department of National 
Health. 

Hon. T. A. Crerar, Minister of 
Mines and Resources, expressed ap- 
preciation for the suggestions. advanc- 
ed‘and told of steps he had taken to 
get best opinion available from me- 
dical men associated with the problem. 
He hoped some definite plan would be 
worked out to adequately attack the 
problem. A vote-in the supplementary 
estimates would provide for a prelim- 
inary survey which might be made by 
a travelling clinic.

POLITICAL AMNESTY —Dries in 20 
URGED AS GESTURE 


FOR CORONATION 


An amnesty for political prisoners 
in various parts of the British Empire 
as a coronation gesture is suggested 
by the National Council for Civil Li- 
berties. 

A letter sent by the Council to 
Prime Minister Baldwin, the Colonial 
Secretary, says there is a widespread 
feeling that on the occasion of the 
coronation an amnesty should, *be 
granted political prisoners in North- 
ern Ireland, British India, British 
Crown Colonies, protectorates and 
mandated territories. 

The letter bears the signatures of 
Oliver Baldwin, Rev. James Barr, J. 
R. Clynes, Sir Stafford Cripps, Lieut.- 
Commander Reginald Fletcher, G. R.

The council suggests such an am- 
nesty would help to bring about ‘a 
general appeasement which is indis- 
pensable to the establishment of more 
cordial relations between the British 
people and the people subject to Brit- 
ish rule.”

_An official communique at mid- 
night revealed the move to strip the 
prince of his royal heritage had been 
delayed only in the constant hope he 
would renounce his morganatic union. 

In a meeting with vice-premier Ion 
Insuletz at Shagov Castle, Nicholas 
was confronted with a final choice. 
He chose to go, and affixed his sig-|_ . 
nature to a document renouncing his|. 
rights to the succession, together with 
his titles, military rank and decora- 
tions. 

A crown council went into immed- 
iate session. Accepting Nicholas’ ges- 
ture, the council solemnly “read” Car- 
ol's brother out of the Royal Family. 

The prince thereby became a com- 
moner, like his wife, whom he married 
despite Carol's resistance, on October 
28, 1931, only to see the union an- 
nulled by royal decree on December 
7, of the same year. 

Nicholas, however, continued his 
association with the woman. 

Nicholas was next in line to the 
throne after King Carol’s 16-year-old 
son Michael, and also held the rank of 
Inapector-General of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force.

King Gebdige VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth will begin the most arduous day 
of their lives when at dawn on May 
12th guns thunder from Hyde Park 
and the ek ta of London to announce 
Coronation Day. Officials, will solemn- 
ly present to the King his underwear, 
shirt, socks, and other raiment as tra- 
dition provides. At 10.30 the proces- 
sion will leave Buckingham Palace 
for Westminster Abbey. 

Their Majesties will ride in the 
state coach, drawn by eight cream- 
colored horses, they will be attended 
by colorfully garbed yeomen of the 
guard and a sovereign’s escort of the 
Life Guards. In separate processions 
preceding them will be Empire and 
foreign representatives, princes and 
princesses of the blood royal. 

The coach has been specially smart- 
ened up for the occasion. Early one

' BADLY BEATEN

Buried under a blizzard of ballots 
Leon Degrelle, set to work on Monday 
to rebuild his Fascist part’y while 
followers of Premier Paul Von Zee- 
land of Belgium celebrated the tri- 
umph of “law. and liberty’ in the 
Brussels By-election Sunday. 

The young Premier, accepting the 
challenge of Degrelle, contested with 
the Fascist leader for a seat in jpar- 
liament, and won by a vote of 275,840 
to 69,242 in an overwhelming rejec- 
tion of the Fascist program offered 
by the Fascist, party. 

Highly excited crowds, closely 
watched by police, roamed Brussels 
boulevards as returns came in. The 
throngs shouted hostile cries against 
the Fascists and made menacing ges- 
tures toward any passerby suspected 
of favoring the Rexists.

It is well known that 
eggs absorb odors. There is really no 
excuse to have the poultry plant over- 
ren with vermin, but it multiplies 
fast in warm weather, and if prevent- 
ive or control measures are not used 
the hens will soon be tormented and 
production will stop. 


Seed Treatment 


Farmers are now busy making pre- 
parations for spring seeing. Good 
crops and heavy yields are directly as- 
sociated with the use of clean heal- 
thy seed of the best. quality. The an- 
nual losses due to the ravages of 
seed-borne bacterial and fungous pa- 
rasiteS, are much greater than the 
average farmer realizes. For this 
reason all seed should be treated be- 
fore it is sown, regardless of its qua- 
lity,

recent years with the appearauce on 
the market of organic mercury dusts. 
These dusts, when properly applied, 
affectively control the smuts of cats, 
novered smut of barley, bunt or stink- 


borne fungi and bacteria that are re- 
eponsible for the blights and root rots 
commonly found in our cereal crops. 
Due to their easy. application, effect- 
iveness and stimulation to germina- 
tion, they are rapidly replacing form- 
alin and copper carbonate. They are 


trol for the loose smuts of wheat ‘ind 
barley. These smuts are not affected 
by the use-of the ordinary seed treat- 
ments, but can be controlled by the 
hot water treatment. 


In applying organic mercury dusts 
to the seed, care should be exercised 
to follow instructions as outlined on 
the container. The amount of dust re- 
commended should be evenly distrib- 
tited over’ the seed coat. Insufficient 
dust will be ineffective in control, and 
an extess will injure germination. 
Grain, after being treated with mer- 
cury dust, should not be fed to live 
stock or poultry, or used for human 
consumption. It can, however, be kept 
over, under suitable storage condi- 
tions, and used as seed the following 
year, .

INCOME TAX RISE 
BRITISH FORECAST 

«Neville Chamberlain in the House 
of Commois~-~on_Tuesday presented 
his sixth and last budget. Before its 
»rovisions are on the statute bodkwhe 
will have succeeded Stanley Baldwin 
as Prime Minister. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
will have to budget for an estimated 
expenditure of $4,206,600,000 which is 
an increase of £57,000,000 over the 
last budget. The defence services a- 
lone call for an expenditure of £197,- 
000,000 in addition to £80,000.000 from 
borrowed money. 

The probabilities are that, as was 
the case last year, the income tax 
will be raised 3d in the pound. This 
will bring it to five shillings in the 
pound, or 25 per cent, the rate im- 
posed during the dark days of the 
‘inancial crisis. A higher tax on gas- 
oline and a tax on cosmetics are, sug- 
gested as possibilities. A reduction in 


500 per annum is similarly mentioned. 

In view of last year's leakage, 
which led to the resignation of J. 
H. Thomas from the cabinet, spec- 
ial precautions have been taken to 
keep the budget secrets. The Chancel- 
lor’s ministerial colleagues did not 
know the full details until 6 p.m. 
Monday night, when a special cabinet 
meeting was summoned.

THOUSANDS OF TONS 
OF ROCK DISMANTLED 
BY GIANT BLAST 


While a large crowd of people look. 
ed on, one hundred thousand tons of 
“rock hurtled skyward Wednesday 
morning When-Clifford Scott, brother 
of the Superintendetit’«*,.the Ontario 
Rock Quarry near Havelock, ‘Preaged 
the switch which detonated eighteen 
tons of dynamite. 

Fifty-four separate charges were 
placed in the 846 feet of tunnelling 
and excavation. before the blast was 
fired. The displaced rock will be 
crushed in the company’s crushing 
plants and used for road construction. 

It was the second largest blast in 
the history of the company, the first 
taking place in 1923 when 31 tons of 
explosive were used to displace 225,- 
000 tons of rock. 

The smoking crater which was left 
in the wake of the explosion was the 
scene of a large crowd of curious 
sightseers during the remainder of'the 
day. f
